BRITISH 


Aunouncing the crossing of the 
border by Allied troops, the British 
Foreign Office News Department. re- 
called that His Majesty’s Government, 
in their declaration of July 1, 1940, 
stated that they would not allow Syria 
and the Lebanon to be occupied by 
any hostile Lower or to be used as a 
base for attack upon those countries 
in the Middle East which they are 
pledged to detend. 

“In spite of this clear warning, the 
Vichy Goverument, in pursuance of 
their policy of collaboration with the 
Axis Powers, have placed the air bases 
in Syria and the Lebanon at the dis- 
posal of Germany and Italy, and have 
supplied war material to the rebel 
forces in Iraq,” stated the Foreign 
Office. \ 

““German iufiltration into Syria. has 
begun, and the Vichy Government are 
conti@uing to take measures whose 
effect must be to bring Syria and the 
Lebanon under full German control. 
His Majesty’s Government could not 
be oxgadell tr tolerate such actions, 
which go far beyond anything laid 
down in the terms of the French 
armistice, and are in flagrant conflict 
with the recent declaration of Marshal 
Pétain, that honour forbade France to 
undertake anything against her former 
Allies. 

‘Free French troops have, therefore, 
with the support of Imperial forces, 
entered Syria and the Lebanon at an 
early hour this morning. At the same 
time a declaration has been issued by 
General Catroux, on behalf of General 
de Gaulle, guaranteeing the liberty and 
independence of Syria and the Lebanon, 
and undertaking to negotiate a treaty 
to ensure these objects. His Majesty's 
Government support and associate 
themselves with this promise of inde- 
pendence.” 


GENERAL CATROUX’S 
PROCLAMATION 


The proclamation made by General 
Catroux reads :— 

“Inhabitants of Syria and the 
Lebanon, at the moment when the 
forces.of Free France, united to the 
forces of the British Empire, her 
Army, are entering your territory, 
declare that assume the powers, 
responsibilities and duties of the 
representatives of ‘La France au 


*Zevant.' 1 do this fin the name of 


Free France, who identifies herself with 
the traditional and real France, and in 
the name of her. chief, General de 
Gaulle. 

“In this capacity 1 come to put an 
end to the mandatory régime and to 
roclaim you free and independent 

ou will, therefore. be from hence- 
forward sovereign and independent 
eoples, and you will be able, either to 
bin yourselves into separate States, 
or to unite into a single State. In 
either vent, your independent and 
sovereign status will be guaranteed by 
a treaty, in which our mutual relations 
will de defined.

Pend- 
ing its :»nclusion, our mutual position 
will be one of close unity in pursuit of 
a common ideal and common aims. 

‘“Tnhabitants of Syria and the 
Lebanon, you will see from this 
declaration that, if the Free French 
and British forces cross your frontier, 
it is not to take away your liberty; 
it is to ensure it. It is to drive cut of 
Syria the forces of Hitler.

A communiqué from an authorised 
source here says: ‘The British and 
de Gaullists have attacked Syria, 
which, according to them, has been 
occupied by German troops. M. Catroux 
has drawn up a proclamation inciting 
the population of the mandated terri. 
tories to revolt against france. The 
French Goveinment repeats that there 
are no German troops in Syria.” 

“German aeroplanes which had 
crossed Syria in transit for Iraq have 
taken off again, flying towards the 
west. There remain only three or 
four aeroplanes, which have suffered 
irreparable damage. 

“ Britain has thus committed a new 
and unjustifiable act of aggression 
against the French Empire. e shall 
defend the Empire to the limit of our 
strength.” 


DE GAULLE LONDON 
STATEMENT 


In view. of the action undertaken | 


in Syria, the headquarters of General 
de Gaulle in London yesterday after- 
noon issued the following statement :— 

‘The Hitler-Darlan policy placed 
the Allies in a desperate dilemma. 
Either they had to stand inactive and 
let German forces establish themselves 
in Syria, with the complicity of 
Vichy—which meant for the Syrians 
the renunciation of their independence, 
and for France the surrender of their 
position in the country, and for Ger- 
many the sponse | of transforming 
Syria into a powerful military aerial 
and naval base, threatening Turkey, 
Irak, Palestine. and Egypt—or they 
had to take action against the Ger- 
mans already in Syria, and prevent 
the coming of new German forces, at 
the risk of a collision with forces still 
loyal to Vichy, and acting as auzili- 
aries and accomplices of the German 


forces. 
é“ The second alternative was forced 


upon them. In these circumstances it 
is to Admiral Darlan, and to his polic 
of gradually giving away the Frenc 


Empire to Germany, and collaborating 
in a military sense with the enemy, 
that must be ascribed the responsi- 
bility for any fighting that may occur 
in Syria. As far as the Free French 
forces are conce their aim has al- 
ways been, and will remain, to fight 
the enemy—German or Italian—wher- 
ever they meet them, to preserve the 
French heritage, to help Great Britain 
everywhere and in whatever way they 
can to hasten the common victory and 
the liberation of Fraece.”

ALEXANDRIA BOMBED

Hundreds of persons are feared to 
have been killed or injured in the 
heaviest and most sustained raid which 
Alexandria has yet experienced.

FRENCH REPORTS 


General Dentz issued a communiqué 
from his headquarters in Beirut yester- 
day, which stated :— 

“British troops attacked. the 
southern frontier of Syria and the 
Lebanon from 3.45 this morning. Con- 
tact was made with our advance posts, 
which engaged the enemy in accord- 
ance with the tasks assigned them. 

“The aerodrome of Mezze, near 
Damascus, was bombed this morning 
by the R.A.F. «Damage was caused, 
but there were no casualties.” 

Vichy reported late last night that 
another communiqué from _ Beirut 
stated :— 

“ British troops continued to attack 
during the day. Our forces defended 
themselves brilliantly along the entire 
line. Three enemy ‘planes were shot 
down, and a certain number of 
armoured vehicles destroyed. 

“ Beirut was bombed at 3.15 and at 
6.30 p.m., the first time without results. 
The second time two small reservoirs 
of the National Petroleum Company 
were hit, starting a fire of small im- 

rtance. 

‘*The airfields at Mezze, Nerab, and 
Ryak were bombed without serious 
results.’ 


“ UNSPEAKABLE 
BRITISH ” 


A supplementary communiqué issued 
in Vichy said:—‘' British and De 
Gaullist troops, coming from Palestine 
and Transjordan, attacked the States 
of the Levant, Syria and Lebanon on 
the morning of June 8. 

“The first information received indi- 

cates that large motorised and mechan- 
ised detachments, supported by 
artillery, crossed the Syrian frontier, 
attempting to advance on the roads 
leading to Damascus. 
_ ““ Our troops of all arms, which the 
unspeakable British and De Gaullist 
attacks have not taken unawares, 
bravely did their duty. The combats 
continue. 

‘‘A British naval force, composed of 
a battleship, two cruisers and five 
destroyers, cruising south of Beirut, 
landed a detachment of light effectives, 
armed with sub-machine guns, on the 
Lebanon coast during the morning. All 
were quickly taken prisoner. 

“The adversary’s Air Force bombed 
without success airfields at Damascus, 
Aleppo, and machine-gunned that at 
Rayak.’’ 


PROGRESS REPORTED

The Allied forces’ advancing into 
Syria are known to have made some 
progress, though up to 5 o'clock this 
evening little definite news had been 
received from that front. 

Authoritative circles here state that 
it is not yet known whether opposi- 
tion was encountered by our forces, or 
what has been the reaction of the 
French. 


THE BRITISH 
.COMMUNIQUES 


A communiqué from British General 
Headquarters on Sunday states:— . 

“ Syria.—Early this morning Allied 
forces, under the command of General 
Wilson, crossed the frontier into Syria 
with the object of eliminating German 
personnel and influence from certain 
areas in which they are securing a 
dominating position through continued 
infiltration. If allowed to proceed un- 
checked, the establishment of German 
bases in these areas might endanger 
the security of the Allied situation in 
the Middle East, and lead to Arab 
countries being seized by the Axis 
Powers. 

“It is hoped to secure both French 
and Arab co-operation in this task.” 

A special Middle East communiqué 
states :— 

“ Airoraft of the R.A.F. gave full 
support to the British Imperial and 
Allied troops which crossed into Syria 
at dawn to-day. Fighter aircraft 
which patrolled the skies over our 
advancing troops met with ne opposi- 
tion. 

“ An R.A.F. fighter aircraft inter- 
cepted and shot down a Cant 1007 
bomber over Alexandria this after- 
noon. The enemy aircraft crashed 
near A Sp ó 

It was disclosed in London last 
night that the-French, as far as is 
known, have got about 45,000 troops 
in Syria, of which about one-third to 
one-quarter are white. The others are 
mad> up of Senegalese, Tunisians, 
Syranese, Lebanese, Algerians, and 
possibly some Indo-Chinese, They have 
a certain number of tanks and a small 
air force. 

British troops, under the command 
of General Wilson, consist of British, 
Australians, Indians and De Gaullists. 

It. was officially announced in Vichy 


yesterday that the Allied forces in- 
vading Syria number some 20,000 men, 
The ¢ in the Djebel Druse area of 
Southern Syria is stated to be with 
Frenhe native troops.—(Associated 
Press.)

The ‘invasion of Syria by British 
troops ” is denounced as “ an act of 
hostility against French sovereignty,” 
in an authorised communiqué issued 
here this afternoon. It reads :— 

“The act of aggression which the 
British have just committed in Syria 
has no justification whatever. It must 
be regarded as a development of the 
Spears-Churchill plan, which aims at 
profiting by the tragic situation in which 
France is placed in order to seize her 
empire. 

“ Britain gave as a reason that Ger- 
mans had landed in Syria Yet at 
Mers-El-Kebir there were no Germans, 
and she attempted to crush our fleet. 
Nor were there any at Dakar, but she 
tried to seize that great “port ~ ftom ' 
us.” 

“In Gaboon, the Cameroons, New 
Caledonia, Tahiti—everywhere where 
Britain. has taken action against 
France—there have been no Germans. 
In Syria, General Dentz has said that 
there never was a German soldier. All 
that there was were a few German 
‘planes on their way to Irak which 
landed on Syrian aerodromes. At pre- 
sent there reman in all the mandated 
territory only three or four German 
‘planes which landed because they were 

amaged. 


BRITISH PROMISES 

“Taking up her position on mate- 
rialist ground, as is her wont, Britain 
is now trying on the peoples of Syria 
and Lebanon the promises of raising 
the blockade and inclusion in the sterl- 
ing block. This is good proof that the 
British invasion was staged there, as 
elsewhere, in the sole interests of 
Britain. They are trying to make us 
say for their setback in the Middle 
ast. They are also trying to protect 
the petrol from Irak, part of which 
belongs to us, and so serve the 
capitalist interests of the City. 

‘Let it be stressed that Britain is 
using de Gaullist troops in this ven- 
ture, Yet de Gaulle declared, ‘We 
will never fight France '—a solemn pro- 
mise which was written in the Con- 
vention exchanged between him and 
Mr. Churchill.

STRIKES HOLD UP WAR 
SUPPLIES

ME: FRANKENSTEEN, head 

of the United  Auto- 
workers and Aviation Division 
of the Congress for Industrial 
Organisation, announced to- 
night that he had advised, the 
strikers in the North American 
Aviation Corporation's factory 
at Inglewood, California, to re- 
turn to their jobs on Monday. 

In the meantime it is authoritatively 
reported that a detachment of troops of 
the 15th U.S. Infantry head been 
assigned for duty at the factory. 

Papers empowering the Army to 
take over and operate the factory if 
the strikers do not return to work were 
stated yesterday to be ready for Pre- 
sident Roosevelt’s signature. ‘This 
action is threatened because the strike 
is delaying orders for Britain and the 
United States. 


WORK HELD UP 


An Associated Press message states 
that the strike is delaying nearly 
200,000,080, deliars (450,000,000) .worth | 
of military and aircraft orders. About 
900 soldiers took up positions near the 
factory, while two other battalions 
were ordered to stand by to march at 
a moment’s notice. 

A committee representing the strikers 
sent a telegram of protest to President 
Roosevelt, who had ordered the plant 
to be reopened voluntarily on Monday, 
with the alternative of Army action. 

The telegram said: “ Armed forces 
will not break our strike. Bombers 
can’t be built with bayonets.”’ 

Mr. Frankensteen, in a nation-wide 
broadcast last night, said that the 
strike was ‘‘the vicious underhanded 
manceuvring of the Communist Party.” 
He said it had been called without the 
union's authorisation, and urged the 
men to return to work.

The New York Times Washington cor- 
respondent says that Mr. Winant told 
Administration leaders that Britain 
was in an e:tremely grave position, 
but does not face any immediate or 
impending disaster.” He is also re- 
ported to have said that Gibraltar was 
now ready to withstand “any con- 
ceivable attack.”

LESSONS FROM 
CRETE 


MR. MENZIES ON NEED 
FOR AIR STRENGTH

MELBOURNE, Sunday. 


“AN AR. CHURCHILL during 

the past few days has 
once more assured me that the 
strengthening of Middle East 
supply is limited entirely by the 
physical problem of transporta- 
tion,” declared Mr. Menzies, 
the Australian Prime Minister, 
in a nation-wide broadcast 
to-night. 

“The supreme lesson of recent 
months is that our forces will add 
victory to courage only when we can, 
as we must, give mechanical strength 
to the ground forces and preponderance 
to the air forces.’’ 

Mr. Menzies said that the outstand- 
ing lessons to learned from 
‘‘ superbly courageous, but unsuccess- 
ful’’ campaigns were that. the German 
was so equip mechanically that he 
always moved more rapidly than we 
expected. He is operating on internal 
lines, and can, so far, put mto the 
attack more ’planes than we can into 
the defence. 

“To hold him in the Middle East 
Lwe.cannet afford to be withdit one 
aeroplane which energy, promptness, 
boldness and available trensport can 
place there. Crete strengthens these 
conclusions. The governing factor in 
defending any airfield is fighter air- 
craft, not anti-aircraft guns. 

“It m no light thing to battle on 
two fronts. But there are compensat- 
ing advantages. For many weeks 
every nerve has been strained by the 
British authorities to send tanks, guns 
and aircraft to Egypt.” 


“MISERABLE 
ALLEGATION ” 


He asked them to reject with con- 
tempt the miserable allegation that an 
exaggerated fear of a invasion of 
Britain curtailed the despatch of men 
and machines to the Middle East. 
“This is exactly the kind of anti- 
British stuff which Germany poured 
into French ears before their collapse 
last year. Whether in advance or 
retreat, the Empire fights as one. 

“The plans of such men as General 
Sir John Dill and General Wavell are 
not lightly to be disregarded and over- 
ruled by politicians thousands of miles 
away.” 

Mr. Menzies declared that “ we must 
hit the enemy in Libya and Syria. 

“* Nobody in Australia has any hesi- 
tation in declaring that the German 
invaders cannot hide behind Vichy’s 
skirts with impunity.’’"—(Press Asso-

MILITARY LORRY 
OVERTURNED 


THIRTY THROWN ON 
THE ROADWAY 


TIT members of the Defence 
Forces lost their lives and 
eight others were seriously in- 
jured — four of them very 
severely—at Ardee, Co. Louth, 
yesterday, when a military lorry 


overturned. 

The dead men are:— 

Lieutenant Thomas Butler, 16 East. 
field road, Terenure, Dublin, and 

Private Michael Hughes, 75 Galtee- 
more road, Drimnagh. 

Six of the injured men are in St, 
Bricin’s Hospital, Dublin. They are:— 
Privates T. Smith, Rihardreen, Vir- 
ginia, Co. Cavan; P. Irwin, Fairgreen, 
Kells; B. Cashin, 45 Hardwicke street, 
Dublin; J. Morris, 3 Donnybrook road, 
Dublin; H. Scabill, Balheary, Swords, 
Co. Dublin, and P. Nulty, North street, 
Swords. 

Two other seriously injured men are 
Mi treated in Ardee District Hos- 
pital. 

Private Hughes was dead on admis- 
sion to Ardee Hospital, and Lieutenant 
Butler succumbed to his injuries during 
the afternoon. 

The accident occurred about half-a- 
mile outside the town, and is stated 
to have been the result of an effort to 
avoid a tyclist. Of the thirty men in 
the lorry, all of whom were thrown 
violently out on the roadway, few 
escaped injury of some sort; and four 
were considered to be in grave danger. 

Doctors and priests, including fhe 
Rev. Canon Harmon. P.P., and ths 
Rev. P. Rogers, C.C., Ardee, were oa 
the scene within a few minutes, and 
ministered to the injured men, who 
were rushed to hospital in motor cars 
Five doctors—Dr. Steen, Dr. Moran, 
R.M.S.; Dr. O'Connor, Dr. Caine and 
Dr. McNamara—attended the men m 
the hospital. 

Officers and troops were being taken 
in the lorry to Mass at Ardee. Captain 
Beglin and Lieutenant Moylan, who 
were also in the lorry, escaped injury. 

Seven other soldiers were treated for 
minor injuries. 

In all, 17 men are being treated in 
St. Bricin’s Hospital.

“The Pity of It” 


Almost sinee the beginning of the war 
the world hag grown accustomed to week- 
end surprises on the part of the Germans. 
Herr Hitler and his generals seem to have 
a penchant for the week-end, when some 
of their most spectacular cowps have been 
started; but yesterday, for once, the, 
initiative seems to have been taken by the 
other side. For some time past it has 
been evident that Syria would play an 
important part in the development of the 
war in the Middle East. When the 
Germans captured Crete most people 
expected them to launch an early offensive 
against Palestine and the Suez Canal via 
Syria, particularly in view of the alleged 
occupation of certain Syrian airfields by 
German technicians and ground staffs. 
Throughout last week there were persistent 
rumours of the arrival in Syria of German 
troops of one kind or another in the guise 
of tourists—some of whom, incidentally, 
were reported to be provided with Jewish 
passports; and when General Weygand 
arrived at Vichy for important talks with 
Marshal Pétain and Admiral Darlan it 
was assumed widely that the Germans were 
urging a new agreement between the 
French and German Governments, whereby 
Syria might be used as a point d’apput 
for Germany's projected attack on Egypt. 
Yesterday morning at dawn the entire 
situation underwent a dramatic change 
when Syria was invaded, not by the 
Germans, but by a mixed force consisting 
of French followers of General de Gaulle 
and British, Australian and Indian 
troops. It seems that the invading force 
is under the ultimate command of General 
Sir Henry Maitland Wilson, who led the 
British troops in Libya and afterwards in 
Greece; but General Catroux, formerly 
head of the French Foreign Legion, is in 
charge of the de Gaullists, who apparently 
led the invasion. As we write full details 
are lacking ; but we gather that Syria and 
the Lebanon have been entered at two 
points—from Palestine on the one hand 
and Transjordan on the other. The first 
news was conveyed in a statement by 
General Dentz, French High Commis- 
sioner in Syria, who announced that the 
southern frontier had been crossed. He 
also stated that the aerodrome at Mezze, 
near Damascus, as well as the port of 
Beirut, had been bombed by the Royal 
Air Force, with the result that certain 
oil dumps had been set on fire. Last 
night the Allied forces were stated to have 
penetrated to a depth of some twenty-five 
miles inside the Syrian border, and to be 
making in the general direction of Beirut 
along the coastal road. The French 
declare that contact has been established 
between General Dentz’s troops and the 
invaders, and that there has been some 
fighting. They also announce that British 
troops that were landed on the coast of the 
Lebanon from warships, and were armed 
with “ Tommy ” guns, have been taken 
prisoner. So far the British authorities 
have given no information regarding the 
opposition that has been met by the 
invading forces; but there seems to be no 
doubt at all that serious clashes are 
imminent. 

The invasion of Syria, however 
necessary it may be, is among the 
most ‘unfortunate and saddest events of 
the whole war. The French Government 
regards it as an act of unprovoked aggres- 
sion by the British, whose object, it 
declares, is to seize Syria from France; 
and it stigmatises General de Gaulle and 
his lieutenant, “General Catroux, as 
traitors to their country. The British, 
for their part, insist that they are seeking, 
inter alia, to defend French interests in 
circumstances which estop the French 
from defending them. According to the 
British statement, Syria has been invaded 
in order to eliminate German personnel 
and German influence from certain areas 
which might have been used for the 
seizure of Arab countries by the ‘‘ Axis” 
Powers. General Catroux has issued a 
proclamation to the inhabitants of Syria 
and the Lebanon, calling upon all French- 
men to join the standard of General de 
Gaulle, and declaring that he and his 
followers propose to put an end to the 
French mandate, restoring Syria and the 
Lebanon to a sovereign status, to be defined 
by treaty.. Evidently General Catroux 
hopes to obtain the support of the Arab 
element, as well as of younger members 
of the French Army. The country has 
been flooded with leaflets, dropped by 
British aircraft; and the invaders declare 
that they are coming as liberators, rather 
than as enemies, of the French and Syrian 
peoples. It is too soon yet to estimate the 
results of this unhappy business. The 
French have some forty-five thousand 
troops in Syria and the Lebanon, about 
one-third of whom are white. The com- 
bined forces of General Wilson and General 
Catroux are stated to number approxi- 
mately twenty thousand. From the mili- 
tary point of view everything depends 
on the attitude of the French_units in 
Syria. Marshal Pétain asserts that there 
is not a single German soldier .in. the 
country, and that there is no truth in the 
statement by the British and General 
Catroux regarding German infiltration. 
He alleges that the British are setting.

‘tributed to our fund 


The “ lrish Times” Fund 

When, nearly two months ago, the city 
of Belfast experienced its first serious air 
raid, a surge of deep sympathy swept 
over all Ireland. Hundreds of homeless 
refugees sought refugé in Eire, where they 
were received with open arms. For a time 
the border was forgotten. All that 
mattered was that Irish men and women 
with Irish children were in distress 
through no fault of their own, and the 
one urgent desire of their fellow-country- 
men was to help them. Within little 
more than a week this newspaper raised a 
fund of more than £10,000 in response to 
an appeal from the Irish Red Cross 
Society. The money was subscribed by 
our readers on the specific understanding 
that it would be devoted entirely to the 
relief of those victims of the Northern 
bombings who had crossed the border into 
Eire; but, as a token of good-will, the 
Irish Red Cross Society sent a cheque 
for one thousand pounds to the branch 
of the British Red Cross Society in 
Belfast. The directors of the Jrish Times 
arranged with the Irish Red Cross Society 
that the balance of the fund would be 
administered by them, and our managing 
director was invited to associate himself 
with its administration. Then came the 
bombing of Dublin, with its appalling 
havoc in the North Strand. The Irish 
Red Cross Society and the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade have made a joint 
appeal for funds, and money is being sub- 
scribed generously by our readers, many 
of whom already had helped to swell the 
fund for the Northern refugees. We felt 
that, having secured such a remarkable 
response to our last appeal, it hardly 
would be fair to our readers to ask them 
so soon again to contribute to another 
Irish Times fund; but we realise that we 
have a duty towards the innocent victims 
of the Dublin bombings which, in some 
respects, is even greater than that which 
we had towards the refugees from the 
North. Very many of our readers live in 
Dublin, and we are convinced that the 
vast majority of those who subscribed to 
our recent fund are anxious that some- 
thing shall be done by us to help to 
alleviate the dire distress that was caused 
by the Dublin bombs, In these circum- 
stances, we have consulted the Irish Red 
Cross Society, who inform us that the 
object for which our fund was raised can 
be served completely at a total cost of 
£5,000. We have, therefore, forwarded a 
cheque for £3,000, which, with those 
already sent, meets fully the needs of the 
Northern refugees, and now propose, with 
the consent of the subscribers, to devote 
the balance to the joint appeal issued by 
the Irish Red Cross Society and the St. 
John Ambulance Brigade following the 
Dublin bombing. Admittedly, the money 
was raised for a definite purpose, and we 
regard ourselves as trustees for our sub- 
scribers. If, therefore, anybody who con- 
objects to the 
diversion of the residue—which cannot, in 
the circumstances, be used for its original 
purpose—we shall refund him that pro- 
portion of his subscription which remains 
after meeting the final demand for the 
Northern refugees. We can hardly believe 
that any subscriber will take this view, 
and we shall assume that the consent of 
all our subscribers has been given unless 
we hear to the contrary before Monday 
next, June 16th. The money is needed 
badly. Our readers’ generosity has 
enabled us to hand over nearly £5,000 to 
the joint fund of the Red Cross and the 
St. John Ambulance Brigade; but even 
this substantial sum will not be nearly 
sufficient to satisfy the needs of the 
sufferers, and we hope earnestly that the 
general public will continue to give the 
joint appeal its whole-hearted support. 


Coupons for Clothes 


Once again let it be said: the British 
are a very curious people. Their food has 
been rationed more or less severely for 
nearly two years, and barely a squeak of 
protest has been heard, in spite of the 
prevalent view that the Englishman likes 
nothing so much as eating. On the other 
hand, widespread and vociferous dis- 
content has been created by the Govern- 
ment’s scheme, announced a week ago, for 
the rationing of clothes. The most exalted 
newspapers devote, on an average, a daily 


| column to the new scheme’s anomalies, 


while those journals that still encourage 
‘letters to the editor ’’—there are not so 
many of them nowadays—present, point 
by point, a truly formidable indictment. 
This murmuring is not directed against 
the scheme itself, whose necessity is 
admitted, but against the sense of values 
revealed in it. An overcoat can be bought 
on presentation of 16 coupons, while a 
pair of socks—even the cheapest socks— 
requires three; yet surely the cheapest 
overcoat, even in days when shabbiness 
has become a virtue, will outlast 54 pairs 
of socks. Why, in any case, must a man 
surrender three coupons for a pair of 
socks, which only go up a little way, 
when a woman can obtain a pair of 
stockings, approximately three times as 
long, for two? Why does an ordinary 
pair ‘of trousers put the purchaser to the 
loss of eight coupons, whereas, if he can 
bring himself to wear trousers oí 
corduroy, they may be had at the 
expenditure of five? Doubtless, reasons 
exist for these discrepancies: they 
may, or may not, be connected with a 
shortage of certain materials and a com- 
parative abundance of others; but the 
British public, recognising only that the 
man who bought a new overcoat last 
winter possesses an undeserved advantage 
over the man who made the old one last 
another season, is disquieted and unhappy.. 
There are other complaints, of a more

ordinary array~of children’s clothes, and 
yet hardly can be deemed, in law or 
custom, an adult. Again, it takes 44 
coupons to acquire a yard of cloth 54 
inches wide; but certain shops—pre- 
sumably, without Government sanction— 
decline to accept half-coupons, with the 
result that the shopper. either must 
sacrifice five out of her precious 66, or, 
if she wants value for them, must accept 
more cloth than she needs. These are only 
a few from a multitude of grievances—- 
ranging from the problem of a nurse’s 
outfit, which calls for 80 coupons out of a 
possible 66, to the inevitable disappearance 
of the full-dress wedding—and it is hardly 
surprising that the Government, harassed 
at every turn, has hinted at an early 
announcement of ‘“‘concessions."” We 
venture to think, however, that several 
revisions will be needed before the clamour 
languishes through lack of substance.

SYRIA’S VALUE TO 


ALLIES 


It would be difficult to over-estimate 
the value to the Allies of a successful 
occupation of Syria, It would enor- 
mously strengthen support for Cyprus : 
would push the eastern outworks of 
Suez 300 miles further north, and the 
defences of Mosul some 500 miles 
further west. In addition, it would 
secure a common frontier with Turkey 
and good lines of through railway. 
The Axis aim here seems to have been 
a peaceful penetration, as in the case 
of Bulgaria. In Syria, as in Bulgaria, 
the military usufruct of the territory 
would have afforded the greatest pos- 
sible freedom for subsequent move- 
ment in any direction. This is all 
changed by the latest move of General 
Wavell: Syria must now be fought for ; 
and it is hard to see how the Axis 
can concentrate superior forces there 
faster than their opponents. 

If the British Mediterranean Fleet 
could be eliminated—whether by sink- 
ing it or by making Alexandria use- 
less as a base—things would be simple. 
We need only investigate the latter 
possibility, because sunk ships can be 
replaced, within reasonable measure. 
We may also dismiss the likelihood of 


attack—certainly not at any near 
So that it boils down to 
the capacity of the port to stand up to 
heavy and systematic air raids. 


ALEXANDRIA’S 
DEFENCES 


With regard to this, it is only reason- 
able to assume that passive A.A. 
defences are as formidable as are 
required in a first-class naval base. It 
must not be forgotten that Britain haa 
occupied Alexandria as her principal 
Mediterranean base ever since 1935. 
No doubt, it has grown steadily in 
A.A. strength—because it was originally 
occupied Eas because of the aerial 
vulnerability of Malta. In the matter 
of fighter defence, the terrain around 
Alexandria—particularly to the west 
and south—lends itself to holding the 
machines dispersed for safety | yet 
ready to take off. Camouflage, also, is 
not too difficult, while there should 
be considerable effectives on the spot. 
both of ‘planes and personnel. It has 
recently been stated that the German 
air forces had left Sicily, while we 
know that the recent big air raid on 
Alexandria was launched from Crete.

NAVAL WARFARE 


What form the movement into Spria 
has taken we cannot say yet. Mention 


of Jebel Druze and Homs suggests a 
ible wide, motorised out-flanking 


move from the south-east and east— 
i.e., from ‘Transjordania and Iraq. 
This would turn the difficult Lebanon 


and Anti-Lebanon mountains; while it 


is at Homs that railway and pipe-line 
cross, and the Orontes is bridged. 
Another possibility might be a coastal 
descent at some point in the north. 

It is strange how difficult it is to get 
CA CX to take any ‘interest in the 
working of sea-power. It is so much 
less obtrusive than a big air raid or 
a massed tank attack. Even the most 
remarkable sea war incidents—suc® as 
the destruction of a convoy or the 
pursuit of the Bismarck—arouse less 
comment than events on land or in the 
air. And when aircraft attack war- 
ships it is the aircraft that come in 
for all the notice. So, just by way of a 
change, let us take a glance at the 
hum-drum side of naval warfare in 
recent weeks. In passing by the way, 
it may be remarked that Britain 
happens to number among her Allies 
the three most maritime of the smaller 
nations—Norway, Holland and Greece. 
And. of course, most of the sea-far- 
ing men of these would be, at any 
time, beyond the reach of an adver- 
sary confined to the European main- 
land. The general trend of routine 
sea war has been favourable to Britain 
and her Allies on the whole. One of 
the most notable ‘‘items of interést “” 
was the sinking of a disguised raider 
by the heavy cruiser Cornwall. This 
took place on May 9th in the Indian 


Ocean. The raider seems to have 
been equipped as a mine-layer on 
a big scale. According to an 
eye - witness : * Owin to the 


large amount of explosives the ship 
carried, she blew up and sank within 
less than a minute. The Abyssinian 
——— would have deprived this 
ship of a home port; so that, failing a 
return to German-occupied territory, 


her destruction was only a question of | 


time. 


HUNTING A RAIDER 


Another example is the ascertainin 
of the identity of the raider whic 
sank the Zamzam. Once such informa- 
tion is obtained—usually through sur- 
vivors of some vessel sunk—the scent 
gets hot. The ships to be looked for 
narrow down to comparatively few, and 
time is saved. Also, every hunting 
ship knows at once what to be on the 
look-out for. The raider, of course, is 
warned simultaneously ; but in her case 
this means going on the defensive— 
getting lost For a time and seeking a 
new field of action. Diminished effec- 
tiveness, in short, if nothing worse. 

Finally, take the lacome British 
Admiralty communiqué of June 6th— 
= the sinking of three supply 


ships and an armed trawler, “no 
doubt, intended to supply the Bis- 
marck and other vessels operating 


against our trade.” All these are so 
many different aspects of the difficulty 
facing the commerce raider when a 
superior surface force can afford to 
spread out in pursuit of him.
